Teen injured 
after shots at 
caravan site 


Burst water main closes school for a day 


A BURST water main in Harlow left 
homes without water and forced at 
least one school closure. 

The burst main in Partridge Road 
caused problems for addresses in 
the CM 18 and CM 19 areas of Harlow 
on Wednesday, September 26. 

Kingsmoor Academy confirmed 
via Twitter that the school 
would stay closed as a result of the 


burst main. 

A spokesman for the school wrote: 
"Kingsmoor is closed today because 
of a burst water main. 

"We will let you know any 
updates.” 

Technicians from Affinity Water 
were sent to the scene to dig up the 
area and expose the damage. 

This allowed them to access the 


problem and begin repair work fol¬ 
lowed by tests to ensure the flow of 
water was back to normal. 

Affinity Water asked affected 
locals not to use any electrical appli¬ 
ances that required a water supply 
such as washing machines and dish¬ 
washers. 

This was to allow residents in 
affected areas to conserve water 


from storage tanks while the water 
supply was interrupted. 

Anyone still with a water supply 
was advised to store some drinking 
water just in case the supply needed 
to be turned off later in the day for 
repair work. 

The burst main and residual 
standing water was restored to nor¬ 
mal at around 3pm. 


Man posing as gardener 
stole money from OAP

A BOGUS gardener stole a three-fig¬ 
ure sum of money from a man in his 
80s living at a complex for retired 
people. 

The incident happened on Sep¬ 
tember 4 when a man, claiming to 
be a newly-appointed gardener, 
gained entry to a Harlow residential 
complex between noon and 
2.30pm. 

He claimed that he needed to be 
paid and stole the contents of the 


elderly man's wallet - believed to be 
a three-figure sum of cash. 

Police have since released an efit 
of the suspected offender, pictured 
right, in the hope that the public 
may be able to help with their inves¬ 
tigations into the theft. 

A spokesman from Essex Police 
said: "We are appealing for help to 
identify a man from an efit image 
who we want to speak to in 
connection with the theft of 
money from an elderly man in Har¬ 
low. 

"It happened on September 4 


between midday and 2.30pm when 
a man claiming to be a newly- 
appointed gardener at a 
residential complex for retired 
people gained entry to the home of a 
man aged in his 80s. 

"Once inside he stole the contents 
of the man's wallet, believed to be a 
three-figure sum, after claiming he 
needed to be paid. 

"Anyone who recognises the man 
in the efit should contact PC Jamie 
Dawson of Harlow CID on 101 or call 
Crimestoppers anonymously on 
0800 555111."

Tributes to scientist 
who invented fibre 
optic technology 


NOBEL PRIZE WINNER WHO PUT TOWN AT FOREFRONT OF INDUSTRY

TRIBUTES have been paid to Sir 
Charles Kao who has passed away 
aged 84. 

Alongside colleague George Hock- 
man, Sir Charles made Harlow the 
birthplace of optic fibre - revolution¬ 
ising the way we communicate and 
paving the way for the likes of broad¬ 
band internet. 

Sir Charles invented the technol¬ 
ogy behind the fibre optic cable in 
1966 at Standard Telecommunica¬ 
tion Laboratories, also known as 
STL, after the site relocated from 
Enfield to Harlow. 

His work has been widely recog¬ 
nised ever since, earning him a 
Nobel Prize for physics in 2009, 
among many other awards includ¬ 
ing the Alexander Graham Bell 
Medal in 1985 and the Faraday 
Medal in 1989. 

He was also knighted in the 
Queen's birthday honours in 2010 
and awarded an honorary doctorate 
for science by UCL. 

Sir Charles founded the Charles K 
Kao Foundation for Alzheimer's Dis¬ 
ease in 2010, having been diagnosed 
eight years prior with the condition 
himself in 2002. 

He and his wife campaigned for 
people to have a better understand¬ 
ing of Alzheimer's. 

In a tribute to Sir Charles, UCL 
president and provost Professor 
Michael Arthur said: "Sir Charles 
Kao was a giant of science, a great 
man and his place in history as the 
father of modern communications is 


assured; few people are able to make 
such an impression on the world as 
he has done. 

"He was also a true friend to UCL 
and in November 2016 we were 
delighted and honoured that Sir 
Charles and his wife Gwen could 
join us in Hong Kong at the launch 
of our It's All Academic Campaign, 
which has dementia research as a 
major priority. 

"Despite Sir Charles' illness it was 
inspiring to see his character shine 
through, as his wife Gwen gave an 
outstanding talk, powerfully illus¬ 
trating the importance of dementia 
research. 

"I am sure his foundation, which 
is challenging taboos around this ill¬ 
ness, will continue to grow from

strength to strength. 

"We will always be very proud of 
our connection to Sir Charles and 
our thoughts are with his family at 
this time." 

Having made Harlow known for 
optic fibre, Sir Charles has always 
and will always be celebrated 
through the town. 

The Kao Data Centre, now known 
as Kao Park, has been long associ¬ 
ated with innovation and is deter¬ 
mined to continue Sir Charles' pio¬ 
neering legacy. 

The campus' new name is said to 
be already attracting some of the 
world's "foremost science and tech¬ 
nology innovators" 

CEO of Kao Data, fan Daan Luy- 
cks, said: "It is saddening to hear of 
Sir Charles Kao's death. 

"It is fair to say that the modern 
world would not be same without 
him. 

"At Kao Data, we look forward to 
building on his legacy of innovation 
in a sector which he helped to cre¬ 
ate." 

Harlow's BMAT Stem Academy 
was also known as Sir Charles Kao 
UTC until the start of the academic 
year in September. 

And a recent mural to him is also 
displayed proudly on the side of 
Harlow Playhouse. 

A spokesman for Harlow Council 
said: "RIP Sir Charles Kao. 


"We were very sad to hear the 
news on Monday evening that Sir 
Charles Kao passed away. 

"It was in 1966 at STL in Harlow 
that Charles along with his colleague 
George Hockham invented the tech¬ 
nology behind fibre optic cable. 

"It made Harlow the birthplace of 
fibre optics. Charles will always have 
a place in Harlow's history and 
future. 

"A mural of Charles is on the side 
of Harlow Playhouse. 

"The old STL site on London Road 
has now been redeveloped as part of 
the Harlow Enterprise Zone with 
Kao Park and Kao Data 
Centre standing proud in the devel¬ 
opment." 

A tribute on the Harlow Council 
Facebook page continued: "If it 
wasn't for Charles and his colleagues 
work you would not be seeing this 
on your phone, tablet or computer 
and we would not be able to com¬ 
municate in the way we do today. 

"Thank you Charles." 

On Twitter Harlow MP Robert 
Halfon added: "RIP - the truly great 
Sir Charles Kao who in Harlow made 
fibre optics possible and trans¬ 
formed telecommunications." 

It is also understood that Harlow 
Museum will include the 'father of 
fibre optics' Sir Charles in an exhibi¬ 
tion they are working on for Science 
Alive.

Abandoned 
cinema like 
horror film 
background

EERIE footage has emerged from inside 
one of Harlow's most prominent old 
buildings. 

The former Odeon cinema on The 
High has stood empty since 2005 and 
has been sold to a local businessman. 

All that remains to be seen from out¬ 
side now is the crumbling structure. 

However, a group of urban explorers 
have braved the asbestos and mould to 
provide an exclusive look inside the 
derelict building. 

For the first time since it closed, we 
can now take a look inside the former 
Odeon. 

The 19 minute-long footage on You¬ 
Tube account, Within the Urbex, sees 
explorer Ryan, who wishes only to be 


known by his first name, and his 
friends make their way through the 
building. 

The video starts in a pitch black 
room with rubble and debris scattered 
across the floor. 

"Me and my mates saw the gates 
were open so we though we might as 
well do it," said 22-year-old Ryan. "We 
took some photos and took some vid¬ 
eos. 

"What we are trying to do with the 
videos is stop vandals going in to 
smash up the place. That's why we 
won't ever say how we get into places 
and always leave them more secure 
than we found them. 

"It's an iconic building to Harlow." 

The cinema opened on February 1, 
1960, and was the first new cinema to 
be built for Rank after World War Two.

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The Odeon was refurbished in 
2001 and rebranded with the new 
Odeon style. This was despite the 
competition from a six-screen 
multiplex which opened back in 
1990. 

Its future looked hopeful, how¬ 
ever it was closed in August, 2005. 
fust days later, it was purchased. 

The video shows that as Ryan 
and the boys - Adam, Nathan, 
Robbie, Iordan and Mark - make 
their way through the building, it is 
dimly lit with the curtains torn and 
hanging loose near to where the 
screen once was. 

The rows of seats have remained 
largely intact. As the video contin¬ 
ues, you can see what was the 
foyer. 

Now just a pile of smashed glass 
and rubble, the old drinks dis¬ 
pensers are still on site. 

Several ceiling boards are no 
longer in tact, with insulation cov¬ 
ering the floor. 


With the building falling apart 
combined with the asbestos, 
urban exploring like this can be 
dangerous. 

"The building itself has a lot of 
health risks like black mould and 
asbestos,” Ryan said. "It can be 
quite dangerous. We know the risk 
and we all know what we are 
doing. 

"I always wear a mask and gloves 
too because you might fall onto 
anything. We think about if there 
are homeless people using build¬ 
ings for shelter too. 

"In a way it's their home, so we 
have no right going in there if they 
don't want us there." 

Ryan and his friends never break 
into the buildings. 

"If there is a safe way in that does 
not involve busting a lock or 
smashing a window, then they go 
straight in. 

"We need to be careful in case 
there are security guards guarding 


it,” he said. "But we will always go 
up and ask if we can go in to just 
film and come straight back out, 
and nine times out of 10 it's fine. 

"If the building looks too dan¬ 
gerous then we won't go in. 

"We will only do external shots if 
it's falling apart.” 

Ryan began urban exploring 
about five years ago in Somerset. 

Him and his friends noticed a 
listed building and wanted to take 
a look inside. 

"We thought it was quite 
unique," he said. "We thought who 
would remember it if it's knocked 
down? 

"We had to go and ask if we 
could go in and they said yes. 

"We want to document these 
iconic buildings before they are 
knocked down and replaced. It's a 
piece of history.”

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Two by-elections called after 
councillors resign their posts 






TWO by-elections have been called 
in Harlow following the resignation 
of two popular councillors. 

A by-election has been called for 
the Bush Fair ward after Councillor 
Ian Beckett announced his resigna¬ 
tion on Monday, September 17. 

The decision came after Harlow 
Labour Party held a selection meet¬ 
ing at Moot Hall the day prior to 
determine candidates for the local 
election next year. 

Mr Beckett was deselected after 
losing a ballot to Jodi Dunne and 
later opted to resign. 

He said: "The outcome was that 
Harlow Labour Party did not wish 
me to be their candidate in the Bush 
Fair Ward. 

"The process was fair and demo¬ 
cratic and I accept the result. 

"I have drawn, what I consider to 
be, a reasonable conclusion, that is 


that Harlow Labour Party has lost 
confidence in me, or at least 
decided it has greater confidence in 
someone else. 

"For that reason I consider my 
position untenable. 

"I would like to place on record 
my appreciation of all members of 
Harlow Council staff for the support 
they have provided me with for 
almost eight years years. 

"They are a credit to the council 
and to the town." 

A by-election for the Bush Fair 
ward will take place on Thursday, 
November 8, as will a by-election 
for the Netteswell Ward. 

An election was called for the 
Netteswell Ward after the resigna¬ 
tion of Councillor Waida Forman. 

Ms Forman was appointed the 
first black and ethnic minority 
female deputy leader and portfolio 


holder of a newly created portfolio 
of equality and diversity back in 
June. 

She formed part of the Labour 
cabinet at a time where half of the 
eight portfolio holders were women 
and its different ages and experi¬ 
ences was said to reflect the town's 
diversity. 

Her resignation was with imme¬ 
diate effect on Tuesday, September 
25. 

Councillor Forman, who was 
councillor for the Netteswell ward, 
was appointed deputy leader and 
portfolio holder of a newly created 
portfolio of equality and diversity 
back in June.

Concerns at number 
of deaths at hospital 


REPORT SAYS FIGURES MAY SHOW NEED FOR INVESTIGATION

QUESTIONS have been raised 
of patient care at Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital after it was 
revealed there were J95 more 
deaths than expected last year. 

The hospital trust in Harlow 
saw 1,626 patient deaths in 
20J7/J8,14 per cent higher than 
the expected 1,431. 

That's according to the latest 
Summary Hospital-level Mor¬ 
tality Indicator (SHMI) pub¬ 
lished by the NHS on Septem¬ 
ber 20, which records deaths 
associated with hospitals. 

The report looked at the num¬ 
ber of people who died either 
while in hospital or within 30 
days of being discharged across 
131 trusts in England between 
April 2017 and March 2018, 
comparing those figures to the 
number expected to die given 
the characteristics of patients 
treated there. 

Princess Alexandra is one of 
just 13 trusts in the country with 
a 'higher than expected' SHMI 
banding. 

However the figures do not 
immediately indicate a bad per¬ 


formance or quality of care. 

Instead, they are are viewed 
as a 'smoke alarm' that requires 
further investigation. 

In 2017/18, there were 
approximately 9 million dis¬ 
charges, from which 299,000 
deaths were recorded for the 
131 hospital trusts covered. 

Essex County Councillors 
revealed last month that plans 
for a new hospital in the town 


has been identified as one of 
schemes to be given the go 
ahead from central government. 

An area in Harlow close to the 
Mil and another where thou¬ 
sands of homes are being devel¬ 
oped in the Gilston Park are, 
have been revealed as two sites 
being considered for a new hos¬ 
pital for the town. 

A third option would see the 
existing Princess Alexandra 


Hospital buildings in the centre 
of the town replaced with a 
brand new complex. 

The hospital was taken out of 
special measures earlier this 
year and it now 'requires 
improvement.' 

The Princess Alexandra Hos¬ 
pital Trust was approached for 
comment but have not 
responded by the time the paper 
went to press.

When the proposals were 
published for the redevelopment of 
PAH the objections would be fairly 
obvious "what's wrong with what 
we've got?" 

Where to start. PAH was built in 
the 60s and was at the time 
surrounded by many other 
smaller hospitals, St Margaret's, 
Hertford, Bishop's Stortford but 
over time we've been left with 
Harlow. 

Good or bad that's not what is up 
for debate. 

PAH now has to service a 
community already twice the size it 
was built for and a projection of 
having to service 2-300,000 people 
in the future. 

The current site looks like it 
was built in the 1960s and 
if you walk around the 
site there are many 
fine examples of 
building practices 
of the time. 

PAH is 
possibly the 
smallest acute 
hospital in Essex, 

Herts, North 
London built on 
possibly the smallest 
site. 

There is nowhere 
left for PAH to expand and 
although we like to claim how 
accessible it is, it's really not, 
try getting to Broomfield or Lister 
in Stevenage, both built on the 
outskirts of major towns. 

Harlow needs a new hospital, one 
fit for the 21st century and the 
current site is not fit for that 
purpose. 

In time we may come to see 
that but as stated in your 
letters, if no move is made we 
can look forward to another 20 
years of PAH being a building 
site.

FOR me, the most important 
political issue of our times is 
housing. 

One look at the waiting lists of 
any major town or city in the 
country will tell you that demand 
has far outstripped supply and 
even in the dwellings that are 
being built, a 2017 report from The 
Independent newspaper in the 
wake of the Grenfell Tower 
tragedy shows that over half a 
million new social housing projects 
fail to meet basic health and safety 
standards. 

The problem lies in successive 
governments failing to keep up 
with building properly affordable, 
good guality social housing in the 
slipstream of Right To Buy and the 
more recent Help To Buy initiatives 
which satisfied the very noble 
aspirations of those wanting to 
own their own home for security 
and guarantee for the future yet 
failed to cater for those left 
behind. 

The Labour Party has an 
ambitious plan to build 100,000 
new homes nationally for every 
year of the next parliament in 
order to fix the housing crisis. 

A local example can be seen 
with the Labour-run Harlow 
Council initiative to build more 
social housing in the town, utilising 
some of the skills base of HTS, 
which continues to be a success 



story in this and many areas 
besides. 

These will be homes that are 
worthy of the name, prioritising 
brownfield sites with genuinely 
affordable rents. 

From the foundation of a home, 
many building blocks of life can 
bloom: A job, family, friends and 
hope for the future. 

It is vitally important that in the 
next general election, we get a 
Labour government which will 
keep its promise to the country to 
build secure homes for all.

A LL mums and dads worry 
about their kids. But does 
that make it alright to 'spy' 
on them? Increasing 
numbers of parents are 
using GPS tracking apps on their 
phones so they can always tell 
exactly where their children are. 

Chef Jamie Oliver has admitted to 
using one such app, Life360, to 
keep an eye on the older of his five 
children, saying it's a 'brilliant' way 
to check where daughters Poppy 
Honey, 16, and Daisy Boo, 15, are. 

But using this type of surveillance 
on adults might be considered 
harassment, and while they may 
give peace of mind to anxious 
parents, the counter-argument is 
that they're not helping young 
people learn to be independent and 
keep safe on their own. 

Jeremy Todd, chief executive of 
the parenting charity Family Lives 
(familylives.org.uk), says his 
organisation is concerned about a 
parent feeling the need to track a 
young person, pointing out that 
they should instead be talking 
about any concerns with their 
child. 

"We're concerned that there's a 
false sense of safety - just because a 
parent knows where a child is, 
doesn't mean the child's safe or 
that the concerns a parent has 
about their child's wellbeing have 
been addressed," he warns. "We 
don't want it to be something that 
prevents parents talking to their 
children about being streetwise. 

"Parents need to allow their 
children to grow up to be 
independent, and there's a sense 
that this has the potential to 
prevent that happening in a healthy 
and natural way. How would we 
have felt as teenagers knowing 
our parents always knew 
where we were? Part of 
being a teenager is 
exactly the opposite of 
that." 

Jeremy says tracking 
raises important 
questions around 
consent, suggesting v 
some parents may feel 
that because they pay for 
their child's mobile phone, 
they're entitled to know 
where their child is all the 
time. 

"You're entitled to establish what 
the parameters are around 
communication with your son or

daughter, but that's 
not the same as 
tracking them," 
he says. 

"The most 
important thing 
is having a 
conversation 
about 

communication 
- about parents 
ringing kids at the 
right time, and about 
children picking up 
when they do - but the 
notion of tracking someone feels 
uncomfortable." 

Even after having such 


conversations with their children, 
some parents may still want to use a 
tracking app. So what are the pros 
and cons of using such technology?

This is 
especially useful if a child 
wanders off in a crowded place, 
says Sten: "Knowing their parents 
can locate them at any moment 
can alleviate the immediate sense 
of panic a child feels when they 
realise they're lost." 


DISADVANTAGES

Children need a smartphone for their 
parents to install a tracking app, but this 
can expose them to the potential 
dangers associated with social media 
and the internet such as cyberbullying, 
inappropriate contact with strangers 
and unsupervised access to 
inappropriate information.

Trust issues If they're being tracked, 
young people may feel their parents 
think they can't be trusted.

Sten says: "Teenagers might feel 
they're mistrusted and controlled by 
'helicopter' parents. Make sure the 
discussions you have with them are 
transparent and listen to their feedback. 

"In my view, the use of these apps 
should always be a two-way thing. Jamie 
Oliver is transparent about the fact that 
his children can also see where he is, so 
that they too can locate him. This means 
no-one is being 'spied' upon; rather, the 
whole family is connected, able to easily 
see and locate each other if needed."

A STAR IS BORN (15) 
by DAMON SMITH 

A STAR is reborn in the 
third remake of the 
rags-to-riches fairy 
tale, which originally 
starred Janet Gaynor 
and Fredric March.The 21st- 
century twinkling doesn't ema¬ 
nate from pop chameleon 
turned award-winning actor 
Lady Gaga, who is undeniably 
luminous as a naive and vulner¬ 
able ingenue rocketing into the 
musical firmament. 

No, the film's retina-searing 
ball of light is Bradley Cooper as 
her grizzled mentor and lover. 

The Philadelphia-born lead¬ 
ing man nestles confidently into 
the director's chair for his debut 
feature but he truly dazzles in 
front of the camera, drenched in 
the sweat and self-loathing of a 
booze-soaked showman, who is 
staggering towards the preci¬ 
pice of oblivion. 

In her catchy 2011 dancefloor 
anthem Gaga proclaimed she 
was on the edge of glory. Here, 
her handsome co-star is perpet¬ 
ually on the verge of self- 
inflicted annihilation, beholden 
to the demons of alcohol and 
drugs, which provide his vet¬ 
eran singer-songwriter with 
temporary refuge from the tin¬ 
nitus that will eventually deny 
him the pleasure of playing to 
stadia filled with adoring fans. 


Cooper rocks and rolls in 
exhilarating concert sequences 
and performs his character's 
signature tracks with gravelly- 
voiced aplomb including a 
duet with Gaga on the swoon- 
some ballad Shallow. 

Both actors are serious con¬ 
tenders for Oscar consideration 
next year. 

Jackson Maine (Cooper) con¬ 
tinues to milk success with the 
support of his brother and man¬ 
ager, Bobby (Sam Elliott), who 
resents the way his younger sib¬ 
ling puts their old man on a 
pedestal. 

Following a concert, Jackson 
heads to the nearest bar where 
he is stunned by a soaring ren¬ 
dition of Edith Piaf by waitress 
Ally (Gaga). 

They spend the night talking 
and flirting, and Ally discloses 
that she lives at home with her 
protective father (Andrew Dice 
Clay). 

Potential radiates from every 
pore of Ally and Jackson invites 
her to join him at his next gig 
where their on-stage perfor¬ 
mance goes viral and attracts 
the attention of cut-throat man¬ 
ager Rez (Rafi Gavron). 

AS Rez moulds Ally's destiny 
and propels her towards super¬ 
stardom, Jackson's influence 
wains and fissures appear in the 
relationship. 

The caterpillar becomes a 
butterfly...'' observes Bobby 
with a knowing yet rueful smile. 


A Star Is Born is far grungier 
andsexier than the 1954 and 
1976 remakes headlining Judy 
Garland and Barbra Streisand, 
although the script credited to 
Eric Roth, Will Fetters and 
Cooper dances to the same 
heart-breaking melody as pre¬ 
vious incarnations. 

Screen chemistry between 
the two leads is molten and you 
can almost feel the heat rip¬ 


pling off the screen in breath¬ 
lessly choreographed bedroom 
scenes. 

Elliott strums up powerful 
emotions in support alongside 
London-born Gavron, who 
won't allow a crazy little thing 
called love to distract his show- 
girl-in-the-making from seiz¬ 
ing success with both hands.

WHEN indie popsters The Primitives 
decided to make a shock comeback 17 years 
after they'd last made music together, gui¬ 
tarist/songwriter had barely touched his 
guitar in a decade and decade and wasn't 
even sure if he could play it. 

As it turned out his worries were 
unfounded and now, nine years later, the 
band who brought us the quite wonderful 
Crash as well as a string of other memorable 
guitar-based pop belters, are still going 
strong. 

Having called it a day in 1992 after third 
album Galore had failed to earn the com¬ 
mercial success they'd hoped, it was tragic 
circumstances that brought them back 
together in 2009. 

Bass player Steve Dullaghan died at the 
heartbreakingly early age of 45 and after the 
remaining members - Paul, singer Tracy 
Tracy and drummer Tig Williams - met up 
at his funeral, they decided the time was 
right to give it another go. 

"We heard the awful news that Steve had 
died,'' explained Paul, "and we hadn't seen 
each other for quite a few years. 

"Tracy was living in Argentina, although 
she'd just come back to Coventry at that 
point, so we all met up at the funeral. 

"We hadn't fallen out or anything, we'd 
just hot been in contact. Tracy had lived in 
Argentina and Spain and there was no Face- 
book or anything back then." 

Back together and with Raph Moore tak¬ 
ing up bass duties, the band accepted an 
invitation to play at an event celebrating the 
music scene in their home city at the Her¬ 
bert Arts Centre. 

"Initially the idea was just to do some¬ 
thing in Coventry," explained Paul, "and at a 
little club in London where I'd done some 
DJing. 

"We didn't think we could make any 
money so we were quite shocked at the 
reaction - we didn't think it would go any¬ 
where. 

"We didn't think anyone would be inter¬ 
ested, but in London we played in a 
200-capacity venue and it was packed out. 
We thought about 50 people would turn up." 

After 17 years away from it, suddenly they 
were back in the old routine. 

"It was a bit strange at first," admitted 
Paul, "but a lot of it is still programmed in 
there. It felt a little bit like going back to 
school but then the music took over." 

Paul had continued in music for a while 
after the Primitives' split, before embarking 
on a career in art and design. 

"I didn't forget about music," he said, "I 
listened to more of other people's music 
than I'd ever done but I didn't touch my gui¬ 
tar for 10 years, except to pick it up every

now and then just to make sure I could still 
play it." 

These days The Primitives operate in a 
much more relaxed landcap. No pressure to 
hit a high chart position to keep the record 
company happy, no pressure to stay on the 
right side of being this year's last year's 
thing. 

"There isn't the pressure," said Steve, 
"although we didn't feel the pressure before. 
It was all about what we were going to do 
today for us and that's something I'd change 
if we could go back. 

"Now we just hope a venue is half-full 
when we play there and it usually is. We're 
not making a living from it, it's an elaborate 
hobby really rather than a career." 

The band has released two albums since 


reforming but Paul admitted: "I'm not sure 
The Primitives will record anything again. 
It's a lot of work for not much reward." 

Back in the day, though, Paul and his 
band were pop stars, there's no doubt about 
that. 

"It as nice to be pampered," he joked as he 
looked back to days of Top of the Pops 
appearances and chart hits. 

"We were looked after, a car would turn 
up to pick us up and then we'd get back in it 
when we were finished. 

"We don't even use roadies now! We 
probably could but it cuts costs and we can 
carry our own amps in and out." 

Nowadays The Primitives do about 20 
dates a year at home and abroad. They've 
been to the USA a few times and an trip to 
Japan is in the diary. 

Their next batch of dates is at the end of 
the year, when they'll be playing at Chin- 
nerys in Southed on Wednesday, 
Decermber 5. 

Naturally Crash is one of the most antici¬ 
pated songs on the setlist but Paul says: "It's 
not our favourite song. It's in our top ten but 
we still think we have done better songs. It 
was the gateway to our music to a lot of peo¬ 
ple though."

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INGREDIENTS 

(Serves four to six I 
as a starter) 

250g Tunworth 
cheese in a box 
A few sprigs of thyme 
Hot crusty bread or 
toasted bread crisps, to 
serve 

For the fig and apple 
chutney: 

5 juniper berries 
Itsp coriander seeds 
2 cloves 

2 cinnamon sticks 
2 star anise 
400ml cider vinegar 
200g Bramley apples, 
peeled and grated 
130g white onions, 
finely diced 


300g demerara sugar 
100ml fresh apple juice 
(shop-bought is fine) 
130g dried figs, 
roughly diced 
60g golden raisins 
Itsp salt 
20ml Calvados 
1kg Granny Smith apples, 
peeled, cored and diced 


METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven to 
200°C/180°C Fan/Gas 
Mark 6. Meanwhile, to 
make the chutney, put 
the juniper, coriander, 
cloves, cinnamon and 
star anise in a piece of 
muslin and tie it with 
string to form a bag. 

2. Put the bag in a 
large, heavy-based 
saucepan with all the 
remaining ingredients, 
except the Calvados 
and diced apple. 
Slowly reduce over a 
low heat to a thick, 
jam-like consistency, 
stirring regularly so it 
doesn't catch. 

3. Add the Calvados 
and reduce for one to 
two minutes to the 
same consistency. 


4. Add the diced apple 
and cook gently for five 
to six minutes, until the 
apple is tender but still 
holds its shape and you 
have a thick chutney. 
Remove from 

heat, cool at room 
temperature, then 
transfer to a container 
and chill in the fridge. 

5. Make a few slits in 
the top of the cheese 
and poke the thyme 
sprigs into the slits. 

Put the cheese, in its 
open box (top of the 
box removed), in the 
oven and bake for 20 
minutes until soft and 
gooey. Remove from 
the oven and serve 
immediately in the 
box, with the chutney 
and hot crusty bread. 


Living on the veg 

CLAIRE SPREADBURY takes a leaf out of chef Simon Rogan's new cookbook 



W HEN you first 

approach Simon 
Rogan, he doesn't 
seem especially 
friendly. He's a very 
busy man - part chef, part 
farmer, running multiple 
restaurants, gunning for more 
Michelin stars, setting up new 
establishments and barely 
home to hang out with his 
family. 

But the second you get him in 
a kitchen, his whole demeanour 
changes. He's instantly more at 
ease; chattier, jolder, and eager to 
get stuck in. 

When we meet at Roganic - his 
latest venture, which grew from a 
temporary pop-up back in 2011 
to a permanent restaurant that 
opened in January - he's about to 
launch his very first cookbook. 

At the age of 50, with two 
Michelin stars for his best- 
restaurant-list-topping 
L'Enclume in the Lake District's 
Cartmel, you'd think he'd have a 
couple under his belt already. 

"I was never really that 
bothered," he says with a shrug, 
turning some charred spring 
onions on the hot plate as he 
talks. 

Simon is a grafter. And his 
passion for food - and farming 
- shines through with every word 
he utters. He's looking good, 
slightly trimmer than normal, 
which is down to him having a 
bit of a vegan stint. 

"It doesn't really work, because 
of the tasting, but when I'm on 
my own I try to eat really 
healthily. 

"There's a busy six months 
coming and I need to lose a bit of 
weight and keep fit. And I have 
loads of vegetables that need 
eating," he says, tapping his 
tummy, blue eyes lighting up. 
"Last night, I fried some 


courgettes, peppers, mushrooms 
-1 really love mushrooms - 
tomatoes, garlic, and I had a 
cheeky little bit of curry sauce 
left over, so I coated it all and just 
ate that. And I had water, not a 
gin and tonic." 

Essentially it's "head down" 
until October, while he focuses 
on consistency at all of the 
restaurants (he has four in total), 
in the hope of a smattering of 
those all-important Michelin 
stars this autumn. 

He's also in the process of 
setting up a new restaurant. It's 
still very hush-hush, but he 
accidentally reveals it should be 


all systems go this time next year 
- and somewhere in the Far East. 

So why has it taken him until 
now to bring out a book, and 
what does he 
hope to 
achieve with 
it? 

"I'd like to 
encourage 
more people 
to cook and 
grow their 
own veg," 
states the chef, 
slamming the 
worktop with 
passion. "I'd 


like to see more people eating 
less meat, so there's less cattle 
feeding on the wheat that could 
feed the starving. There's so 
much overproduction of beef to 
feed the world and our fast-food 
habits," he continues. 

"That's why I have stints of 
eating no meat whatsoever. I'm 
not a vegetarian, I enjoy meat, 
but I don't gorge on it like 
I used to. And I definitely feel 
better for it." 

Simon happily shows me how 
to cook and plate his food. 

We start with a simple tomato 
broth. And it is simple. 
Essentially, we're just assembling 
three tiny cubes of trout, 
radishes, beetroot, turnips and 
onions, before placing herbs, 
leaves and flowers on top, and 
then dousing it in a liquid form 
of tomato, which tastes utterly 
divine. I'm delicately placing 
marigold flowers and 
nasturtiums for about five 
minutes. In reality, this dish 
should be plated up in 30 
seconds. 

He feigns being impressed at 
my swirls of sweetcorn puree, 
which form the base for a gentle 
pan-fried sea bass, charred sweet 
corn and spring onion dish. And 
he happily tells me how his 
moreish truffle pudding is made 
from squashing down croissants. 

As for Simon's book, it is 

exactly what we need. A 
little inspiration to grow 
more, cook at home, and 
take time over our food. 

If we all make a little 
start, we help the planet 
and our pockets all at the 
same time.

EVERY year I don my 'Scientific 
Experiment' hat ahead of 
International Sherry Week and 
mix and match a glass or two 
with some tasty morsels. 

I browsed 101 Great Ways to 
Enjoy Sherry (details later) for 
sherry and food pairings. 

Tio Pepe Fino (RRP £10, 

75cl, widely available) is 
my first match and a fino 
is perfect with salty 
foods. I flashed padron 
peppers in a pan with 
olive oil until they 
blistered, then sprinkled 
with sea salt. Oh my, so 
incredibly moreish. I'd 
chilled the fino and its 
cool almond, savoury 
nature was a perfect 
glass with the warm, 
salt-smothered peppers. 



RAISE 

A $i-ASS 1 7 

Morrisons has a good range of 
inexpensive sherries and Oloroso 
Dry Sherry (£6, 37.5cl) won the 
best value fortified wine under £8 
at this year's International Wine 
Challenge. 

Oloroso means ''fragrant'' and it 
is certainly that. It begins life as a 
fino but is then aged in American 
oak casks. The air contact creates 
a mahogany-coloured sherry 
which has aromas of sweet figs, 
Bonfire toffee, hazelnuts and 
raisins. The sweet nose is 
deceptive, as in the mouth it is dry 


and a good contrast with my plate 
of chorizo and Spanish hams. 

While I've been writing 
this, some albondigas 
Spanish meatballs have 
been simmering. I'm 
pouring a drop of Del 
Duque 30-Year-Old 
Amontillado VORS (RRP 
£19.99, 37.5cl, Ocado, 

Oddbins). VORS means 
''very old rare sherry” 
and indicates a wine 
which has been ageing 
for over 30 years. This 
then, must be special. 

The nose is intense 
with dried fruits, apricots, and 
burnt caramel. The albondigas 
were dashed with wine, smoked 
paprika and garlic; the woodiness 
of the paprika together with the 
heart and soul flavours of the very 


old amontillado is brilliant. 

A sister sherry to Del Duque, 
from Gonzalez Byass, is Noe 
30-Year-Old Pedro Ximenez 
VORS (RRP £19.99, 37.5cl, Ocado, 
Waitrose Cellar, Majestic). If I'd 
remembered to buy ice cream or 
tiramisu I'd be able to tell you first¬ 
hand that this PX is the most 
wonderful way to add a flourish to 
dessert. It's rich with notes of 
molasses, black treacle and 
prunes. 

Aldi has a new sherry range 
including Exquisite Collection 
Cream Sherry (£5.99, 50cl) which 
I poured with a slice of Stilton. The 
sherry isn't as overpowering as 
some creams can be. It is more 
subtle but it still delivers a silky 
waltz of dried fruits and toffee. 

It took off on that palate 
dancefloor with the cheese and 



together they didn't put a foot 
wrong. 

P.S. Look out for a new sherry in 
the Co-op during International 
Sherry Week. Mil Pesetas 
Manzanilla Sherry (£6.50) will be 
available pre-chilled from 
October 8.

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INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves four) 

For the butter-poached brill: 

500g unsalted butter, 4 portions 
of brill, about 80g each 
For the griddled asparagus: 

20 spears of green asparagus, 
rapeseed oil, pinch of salt 
For the watercress cream sauce: 
50ml double cream, 100ml White 
Chicken Stock (see below), 150g 
watercress with stalks, Pinch of salt 
For the white chicken stock: 

3kg chicken wings, 5ltrs water, 
baby watercress and cornflowers 
to serve (optional) 

METHOD: 

1. To make the stock, roughly 
chop the chicken wings and put 
them in a large, heavy-based 
saucepan with five litres of 
water. Bring to the boil over a 
medium heat, reduce the heat 
and simmer for two to three 
hours, skimming occasionally. 
Remove and leave to cool, then 
strain through a muslin-lined 
sieve. Keep it covered in the 
fridge and use within four days. 

2. Place a large, heavy-based 
saucepan over a medium heat. 
Add the butter and cook until it 
foams. Then reduce the heat 
and let the butter cook for 
another 10-15 minutes, until it 


reaches a very dark brown 
colour and has a nutty aroma. 
Remove the pan from the heat 
and allow to cool. When cool, 
strain through a muslin-lined 
sieve and discard the milk 
solids. 

3. For the sauce, put the cream 
and stock in a small, heavy- 
based saucepan over a low heat 
and reduce by half. Transfer to a 
blender with the watercress and 
blend until smooth. Pass 
through a fine sieve and season. 

4. Bring a large saucepan of 
salted water to the boil. Peel 
each asparagus spear and snap 
off the woody part. Blanch for 
two minutes, or until tender, 
then remove and refresh in a 
bowl of iced water. Drain and 
leave to dry on kitchen paper. 
When dry, coat each spear with 


a drizzle of rapeseed oil and 
scatter a generous pinch of salt 
over all of them. Heat a griddle 
pan over a high heat, add the 
asparagus and grill for three 
minutes, or until slightly 
charred. 

5. In a medium, heavy-based 
saucepan over a low heat, 
bring the browned butter to a 
temperature of 55°C. Remove 
from the heat, add the fish 
and leave to cook gently in the 
residual heat of the butter for 
15-20 minutes. Remove the fish 
from the butter and drain on 
kitchen paper. 

6. Divide the asparagus among 
plates. Spoon the watercress 
sauce on to each plate and 
place the cooked fish on top. 
Finish with baby watercress and 
cornflowers, if you like. 



INGREDIENTS: 

(Serves six) 

For the damson filling: 

300g damsons, 2tbsp (heaped) 
caster sugar 

For the chocolate fondant: 

250g unsalted butter, plus extra 
softened, butter for greasing, 

3tbsp cocoa powder, plus extra for 
dusting, 250g dark chocolate (60% 
cocoa solids), broken into pieces, 

5 eggs, plus 5 egg yolks, 125g 
caster sugar, lOOg plain flour 

METHOD: 

1. Brush six dariole or pudding 
moulds evenly with softened 
butter. Place on a baking tray 
and chill the moulds for 10 
minutes in the fridge, until the 
butter has set. Once set, brush 
them again with softened butter 
and dust the insides with the 
cocoa powder, tapping out any 
excess powder that hasn’t stuck. 
Chill the moulds again until 
required. 

2. To make the damson filling, 
put the damsons and 100ml 
water in a medium, heavy-based 
saucepan and bring to the boil 
over a medium heat. Reduce the 
heat to a simmer and cook the 
fruit for 10-12 minutes. Strain the 
cooked damsons through a fine 
sieve into a clean, heavy-based 
saucepan, pushing as much of 


the pulp as you can through the 
sieve, using the back of a spoon 
or ladle. Discard the damson 
stones. Add the sugar to the 
damson juice and cook over a 
low to medium heat for 15-20 
minutes until the mixture has 
the consistency of jam. Remove 
from the heat and allow to cool 
slightly. Divide the damson 
mixture between six holes in a 
20ml ice-cube tray and transfer 
to the freezer until hard. 

3. While the damson filling is 
freezing, melt the butter and 
chocolate together in a 
heatproof bowl, set over a pan of 
simmering water (make sure the 
bottom of the bowl doesn't 
touch the water), stirring 
regularly. While the chocolate is 
melting, whisk the whole eggs, 
egg yolks and sugar in a stand 
mixer, on high speed until pale, 


light, fluffy and quadrupled in 
size. Transfer to a bowl and fold 
the melted butter and chocolate 
mixture through the eggs. Once 
fully incorporated, sift in the 
flour and fold through again. 

4. Put the fondant mixture in the 
fridge for 10 minutes and 
preheat the oven to 180°C/ 

160°C Fan/Gas Mark 4. 

5. Keeping the moulds on the 
tray, pour 50-60g of the chilled 
fondant mixture into the bottom 
of each chilled mould, gently 
add one frozen damson cube 
and cover each cube with 
50-60g of fondant mixture. 

Bake the fondants for 12-13 
minutes, then remove from the 
oven and allow to sit in the 
mould for two minutes, before 
turning out on to plates. Serve 
immediately, dusting with 
cocoa powder.

MEALS TO HER APPROACH TO 
MANAGING WEIGHT, DIETICIAN I 
HELEN BOND TELLS LIZ CONNOR 
HOW YOU CAN EAT BETTER 
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Try and have more 
veg in yout diet 


W HEN it comes to healthy 
eating, the rules can be 
pretty unclear. One 
minute we're told we 
should be cutting out 
dairy and gluten, and the next carbs 
are the sworn enemy - then suddenly 
they're not again. 

It also doesn't help that there are 
trendy new diet plans emerging every 
year, with contradicting ideas on the 
best ways to keep trim. Then there 
are the Insta-fuelled trends, all too 
often with unqualified 'experts' 
promoting them, and fads that 
involve miserable periods of fasting, 
splurging on expensive ingredients or 
nixing entire important food groups 
from your diet. It's no surprise then, 
that being 'healthy' can often seem 
like a type of torture. 

Yet many dieticians and 
nutritionists believe the basics of 
eating right never really change, and 
there are a few simple and inexpen¬ 
sive rules that everyone can adopt to 
achieve a healthier lifestyle this 
autumn - with results that will last. 

We asked dietician Helen Bond to 
explain what she personally 
considers to be the most important 



things to keep in mind when it comes 
to eating well - and, thankfully, 
they're a lot more palatable than you 
might expect... 

PRIORITISE PLANT-BASED FOODS 

IF you're still living by the 'meat 
and two veg' mantra, it's time to 
throw out the old rule book. "We 
should be prioritising plant foods 
over animal foods now," says Helen. 
"If you look at the new 'Eat Well' 
guide by Public Health England, 
plant proteins are now advised over 
meat." 

Plant-based diets are high in 
vegetables, wholegrain bread and 
cereals, legumes and whole fruits, 
but they can still contain small 
amounts of lean meats and dairy 
products. "I'm not saying that meat is 
bad, it's just not as sustainable and is 
not as healthy for us as having a focus 
on plant-based products, which is 
why a lot of European cultures who 
are associated with longevity of life 
opt for them instead - such as the 
Mediterranean diet," notes Helen. 

BUT YOU DON'T HAVE 
TO GO FULL VEGAN 

"I DON'T actually recommend 
veganism or vegetarianism," says 
Helen. "I think they have lots of 
health properties associated with 
them; the more fruits and vegetables 
you can include in your diet, the 
better the outcome in terms of 
cardiovascular health and preventing 
cancer. However, I think if you try 
and make your diet mostly plant- 
based, you can also have some oily 
fish and lean red meat on the side." 

The rules? Have it less often, make 
it really good quality meat, and make 
sure it's not the core of your dish. 

"I always say to make vegetables 
and wholegrains the star of the plate 
and make the meat the accompani¬ 


ment to whatever else is on there," 
adds Helen. "Historically, we think of 
a big piece of steak and little veg, 
whereas if you flip it on its head, it's a 
much better way of eating." 

3 EAT GOOD SOURCES OF 
VITAMIN D IN THE WINTER 

"WE don't manufacture vitamin D, 
which is linked to immunity and 
mood, in our skin from September to 
March as there is less sunlight during 
this period in the UK, so as well as 
taking a supplement of lOmcg, you 
need to top your levels up with food 
sources of Vitamin D." 

Good food sources of vitamin D 
include oily fish, egg yolks, certain 
types of mushrooms and fortified 
cereals and milks. 

4 EAT A PORTION OF OILY 
FISH PER WEEK 

OILY fish have oil in their tissues and 
in the belly cavity around the gut, 
and include salmon, trout, sardines 
and herrings. Helen says that you 
should aim for one cheque-book 
sized portion per week, as these sea 
creatures contain important omega- 
3, which is vital for our brain health, 
heart health, triglycerides (important 
for general function and regulating 
energy levels) and maintaining 
healthy blood pressure. 

According to Helen, fish contain 
long-chain omega-3s called DHA 
and EPA, but there are plant-versions 
too: Walnuts, chia seeds, flaxseeds 
and linseeds are all good sources of 
short-chain omega-3s called ALA. 

"Short-chain gets converted in the 
body to long-chain omega-3s, but the 
conversion rate is not greatly 
efficient, so that's the only shortfall 
for veggies," Helen adds. 

5 TRY USING THE 80: 20 RULE 

REFRESHINGLY, Helen says that 



you don't need to miss out on 
indulging entirely and enjoying treats 
every now and again is fine - and you 
can still stay healthy while doing so. 

"I always say that if you eat well 
80% of the time, you're allowed to 
have the occasional treats 20% of the 
time," she explains. "It's all about 
trying to put any sweet or fatty treats 
into the context of an overall 
balanced diet." 

MAKE SMALL BOOZE SWAPS 

DID you know that alcohol is just 
below fat in terms of calories? A gram 
of fat is about nine calories, a gram of 
alcohol is seven. 

"People just aren't aware of how 
many calories are in alcohol, and it 
can be a minefield on a night out," 
says Helen. 

"The best way to taclde your intake 
is in making small swaps. Alternate 
between a glass of wine and a glass of 
water to rehydrate yourself, make 
white wine spritzers and use 
low-calorie mixers to reduce the 
calorie content. It's always good to 
check the content of your favourite 
drink so you can see how many extra 
calories you're consuming." 


7 PRE-LOAD WITH WATER 

HELEN has a simple trick for 
avoiding overeating at the dinner 
table - try having a glass of water 
before you tuck in. "Overall hydration 
is really important for slimming 
down, and there's been quite a lot of 
research with regards to pre-loading 
before a meal," she says. "If you have 
a glass of water before you eat, it 
helps take the edge of the appetite. 

It's like having an apple before a 
meal; an apple is pretty much 85% 
water, so it can take the blunt off your 
hunger, and the same goes for soups 
too." 

IT'S ALL ABOUT BALANCE 
AND MODERATION 

WITH all of the trendy diets that 
come in and out of the media, it's 
easy to get confused on what to eat 
and which diet to follow, but living 
well doesn't have to be complicated. 

"I always live by the old mantra: 
Balance and moderation," says 
Helen. "It's not exactly sexy and it 
never makes media headlines 
because there are much more 
enticing things to read about, but it 
works for a reason."

W HEN Suzuki goes about 
reworking the Jimny the 
whole automotive world 
sits up and pays atten¬ 
tion. After all, this is the 
original compact SUV. 

In one form or another Suzuki's 
go-anywhere baby 4x4 has been 
around for the best part of 50&nbsp; 
years and now there's a new one on 
the way. 

It's the mark four model and 
follows on from the current Jimny 
which has been with us since 1998. 

In Britain the Jimny has developed 
a loyal fan club of drivers who admire 
- and need - its all-terrain ability. 

If anything, the new Jimny is even 
more capable and looks much more 
rugged and purposeful. 

Out goes the 1.3-litre petrol engine 
and in comes a new 1.5-litre block 
that meets all the latest emission 
standards. 

It is also right up to date on 
technology with a seven-inch 
touchscreen display, full smartphone 
compatibility, sat nav and plenty of 
driver aids. 

The new Jimny will be on sale in 
January and although prices and 
exact performance data are still to be 
released, expect it cost from between 
£15,000 and £18,000 for the two 
models available from launch. 


Those will be badged SZ4 and SZ5 
with the higher grade model 
including LED headlamps, heated 
front seats, navigation, climate 
control and 15-inch alloys. 

The base version has steel wheels, 


air conditioning, Bluetooth connec¬ 
tivity and cruise control in its 
manifest and although it lacks some 
of the smarter systems it does have 
lane departure warning, a driver 
fatigue monitor, automatic emer¬ 


gency braking and a full gamut of 
off-road systems. 

Measuring 11ft 5ins in length, 
almost 5ft 5ins wide and some 5ft 
8ins high the new Jimny is more than 
an inch shorter than before but wider 
and higher. 

That makes for more room inside 
and luggage capacity with the rear 
pair of seats folded has been 
increased by 53 litres to give a useful 
377 litres of room. 

Maximum capacity is 830 litres but 
with all seats in use there's just 85 
litres available between the backs of 
the rear seats and the tailgate which 
is good only for a couple of shopping 
bags. 

The tailgate swings open sideways 
to the offside with the spare wheel 
mounted on the back as before and 
the Jimny has retained its three-door 
design, albeit in a more aggressive 
fashion with pronounced bumpers, 
wheel arches and a bold-looking five 
slotted grille. 

Inside, it's a nice blend of old and 
new with the touchscreen, ventila¬ 
tion controls, multi-function steering 
wheel and separate housings for the 
speedo and rev counter sitting either 
side of a 4.2-inch LCD information 
screen. 

And while the likes of hill descent 
control is engaged with minimum 
fuss at the touch of a button, 
all-wheel-drive and low ratio gears 



are selected via a lever aft of the gear 
stick. 

With a ladder-frame chassis the 
Jimny is set up for serious work and 
while on the road it feels slightly 
heavier than other - not so capable 
- small SUVs the Suzuki comes into 
its own in the wilds. 

Ground clearance is more than 
eight inches, the suspension travel is 
excellent and with an approach angle 
of 37 degrees, departure of 49 and 
breakover angle of 28 degrees plus a 
wading depth in the region of two 
feet it is highly capable. 

On the road, the new engine makes 
a fine fist of the job and the five- 
speed manual Jimnys we tried proved 
much livelier than the previous 
model. 

The engine develops lOlps, up 
from 85ps with the 1.3, and that gives 
a top speed of 90mph with a 0 to 60 
acceleration time in the region of 
13.5 seconds. 

Fuel economy is rated at 41.5 to the 
gallon with emissions of 176g/km - a 
figure we matched on a good road 
drive. Off road consumption was 
impressive too with the Jimny 
showing an average of 37mpg after a 
good spell in low ratio gears. 

All round it is a splendid performer 
for those who require a vehicle with 
genuine heavy duty credentials at a 
price which makes it something of a 
bargain 4x4.

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VW GOLF'S ELECTRIC DREAMS 


BY DAVID WARD 

S OME motorists may still 
clearly be totally uncon¬ 
vinced about driving an 
all-electric family car 
because of the fear in the 
back of their minds that it will conk 
out after being driven a few miles 
and they would be left stranded on 
the roadside. 

It's all about battery life but as 
technology develops more and more 
car makers are going down the 
all-electric route as driving ranges 
are increasing in a bid to try and 
dispel the myth of only being able to 
drive to the local shops and back 
before the need to recharge.Volkswa- 
gen are amongst the leaders in 
developing all-electric family cars 
and they have had years of working 
on them - their first was an electric 
powered van back in 1972 in which 
the batteries were so heavy they had 
to be fitted and removed by a forklift 
truck! 

The first electric Golf appeared in 
1972 and now the latest version is 
here with a claimed 50 per cent 
increase in driving range - up to 186 
miles - before needing to be 
recharged. 

With a standard 230-volt, 2.3 lcW 
supply VW say it can be recharged 
using a normal household three-pin 
socket within 17 hours from a flat 
battery and if an owner has the 
optional wallbox 3.6 kWh fitted in the 
garage the recharging time will take 
around 10 hours 50 minutes 
Gradually there are more and more 
public places to top up the battery 
whilst away from home, such as in 
supermarket car parks where a 
45-minute plug-in will do the job and 
give the battery 80 per cent of charge, 
so it's becoming a more practical 
solution to erode that fear of running 
out of power. 

The VW battery itself is now much 
lighter too weighing just 318 kg and 
the one electric motor drives the 
front wheels courtesy of a single- 
speed gearbox while driver fears that 
having the heating on, radio on and 
the rest of equipment needing power 
will dramatic reduce the driving 
range can also now be dispelled. 

An option heat pump helps drivers 
in winter keep to their battery range 
with VW claiming it can actually 
increase it in cold weather by as 
much as 20 per cent and a regenerat¬ 
ing braking system that comes into 
action as soon as the driver lifts off 
the accelerator pedal. 

A further improvement too is that 
VW now offers an eight-year/99,360 
mile battery warranty which is 
considerably better than in the 
earlier electric Golf models 
To further help economic driving 
of this Golf it has two economy 
driving modes - Eco and Eco+ - 
where the former cuts peak power to 
from 134bhp to 93bhp and the latter 
down to 74bhp. 

In reality with the car in Eco mode 
acceleration time from 0 to 62mph 
rises from the standard 9.6 seconds 
to 13.4 seconds with top speed cut 




from 93mph to 73mph. 

At the end of the day drivers 
deciding on this new all-electric Golf 
will want to know what it actually 
drives like and how different is it 
from the conventionally combustion 
engined powered Golf. 

To start with it's naturally eerily 
quiet as you drive away from a 
standing start but it's remarkably 
smooth and accelerates just like a 
normal petrol or diesel engine and 
out on the open road it's responsive 
enough for overtaking and generally 
offers a relaxing and comfortable 
enough experience. 

Most drivers, including myself, will 
perhaps psychologically adapt a 
slightly different driving style and 
manner erring on the side of caution, 


certainly until after a few hundred 
miles of regular motoring with the 
e-Golf, but there's really no need as 
in a way it drives just like any other 
Golf. 

Key of course on longer runs is to 
keep an eye on the battery range and 
although officially VW claim it will 
now achieve 186 miles realistically 
most drivers will see out 130 miles 
before the need to recharge. 

Elsewhere this Golf, which is based 
on the normal SE trim level, is kitted 
out in an identical manner to the 
other models in the range which 
means it has all the current mod cons 
on board like anti-lock braking, 
cruise control, driver alert system, 
stop/start, parking sensors, sat nav 
and much more while comfortable 



seats and quality trim level of other 
Golfs make it a more than pleasant 
car to both drive and ride in from 
short and long journeys. 

Visually the e-Golf is slightly 
different having its own styling pack 
with unique shaped front and rear 
bumpers, rear roof spoiler and side 
sills, LED headlights with blue 
stripes, e-Golf badging and of course 
no visible rear exhaust tailpipe at the 
back. 

Like all current electric powered 
family cars they are not cheap with 


this e-Golf clocking in at £32,730 but 
with that still operating £4,500 
government it does reduce the price, 
although adding the heat pump will 
cost an extra £830 whilst a winter 
pack including headlight washers 
and heated front seats adds another 
£400. 

There are slightly cheaper all-elec¬ 
tric family cars now on the market, 
such as Nissan Leaf and Renault Zoe, 
but this e-Golf is better in terms of 
driveability and class of comfort and 
quality finish.

T HE second generation of 
BMW's X4 has taken on a 
radical new macho image 
dramatically putting its much 
softer predecessor in the 
shade. More than 200,000 of the 
distinctive X4 Sports Activity Coupes 
have been sold since its launch in 
2014 but the newcomer, particularly 
with M Sport X exterior design trim, 
has a much bolder more aggressive 
appearance. 

Longer, wider and lower than the 
original model the dynamic newX4 
has more muscular lines with its high 
arched roof, off-road style body 
mouldings on the sills and wheel 
arches and a sporting new rear 
window spoiler. 

Park it anywhere and it certainly 
commands attention. 

And admirers taking a look through 
the windows can't fail to be 
impressed by the superbly styled 
cockpit with its high backed sporting 
seats - in this case in dramatic red 
leather - wraparound dashboard and 


specially embellished controls. 

Most of the onboard activities can 
be carried out on a central touch 
screen which sits high up on 
dashboard and is controlled by the 
i-Drive wheel near the gearshift. 

The extra inches added to the new

model - it's 16ft 6ins long and 6ft 5ins 
wide - means there is generous space 
on the inside for both front and rear 
seat travellers. 

And mirroring the size of the car is 
the size of its key fob which is around 
three times the size of a conventional 


one but cleverly allows you to not 
only check on the status of your 
vehicle - if it’s locked, how much fuel 
you have left etc - but also pre-set the 
interior temperature for when you 
are about to leave home. 

Optional extras available for the X4 
are many and varied and those fitted 
to my test car added another £10,000 
to the price. They included every¬ 
thing from a Harman Kardon 
surround system to a head-up 


display and run flat tyres. 

And with its on-board Wi fi facility 
using BMW's ConnectedDrive you 
can access everything from the latest 
news stories as they are happening to 
the weather. 

Powered by a beefy 190bhp diesel 
engine mated to an eight-speed 

automatic gearbox the 
2,0-litre X4 has an 
impressive amount of 
torque. Flick the gear 
shift to sport or use the 
paddles behind the 
steering wheel and 
despite its size it really 
does become very lively. 

Despite its height 
there is a distinct lack of 
roll on corners and road 
holding - thanks in part 
to the four-wheel-drive 
system - is superb. 

You can set the X4's 
driving mode to suit 
your needs on the day, 
with a choice of Eco, 
Sport and Comfort 

available. 

And it's also a very practical car 
with 525 litres of space available 
beneath the rear tailgate with the rear 
seatbacks in place and a hefty 1,430 
with them folded down. 

Over a week's driving I managed to 
average around 42 miles per gallon. 
Well short of the claimed average but 
still pretty good for such a large, 
spacious four-wheeled-drive vehicle.

Rural broadband: How 
to improve your speed

S LOW internet speeds are 
said to be preventing small 
rural businesses from com¬ 
peting in the modern econ¬ 
omy, says the Federation of 
Small Business. 

One business struggling up until 
the point of installation of high¬ 
speed broadband was Abundant 
Solutions in Buntingford - a com¬ 
pany enabling business success 
through systematisation and auto¬ 
mation. 

Co-owner and sales director Paula 
Hine said: "At one time we had a 
voice over internet protocol (VOIP). 

"VOIP systems are generally a 
cheaper alternative to a landline. 

"When we were working down¬ 
loading and uploading files the 
phone line would often cut out mid¬ 


conversation. 

"We would have to apologise and 
say: I'm sorry I don't know what's 
happened there - it's an internet 
issue." Abundant Solutions would 
also have difficulties with their 
online training sessions. 

"We do online training so we really 
needed an internet connection for 
that," continued Paula. "It could cut 
out mid training session." 

Uploading the call back to their 
website would also pose problems, 
with half the call sometimes lost 
when the internet would crash. 

The small team of four would 
need to know what each other were 
working on as a means of preventing 
the internet from crashing. 

Thankfully the roll out of superfast 
broadband has helped Abundant 
Solutions - but there is still work to 
be done. 

Paula added: "Getting into more 


rural communities is significantly 
important, well in any business 
community, but certainly in more 
rural communities. 

"Buntingford is rural but it is not 
like we are in the middle of nowhere." 

In the last budget the Government 
introduced a £67 million voucher 
scheme called the Gigabit Broad¬ 
band Voucher Scheme.

businesses to be able to compete in 
a modern economy. There has been 
some progress but more needs to be 
done. 

"Our members in Hertfordshire 
tell us they are held back by poor 
broadband coverage, poor quality of 
service and slow speeds which are a 
major frustration for smaller busi¬ 
nesses seeking to do more online. 

"We welcome the voucher pro¬ 
gramme introduced in the last 
budget, which provides full fibre 
broadband connections to busi¬ 
nesses, however it is important to 
improve take-up. 

"Government must work in part¬ 
nership with organisations like FSB 
to raise awareness of these opportu¬ 
nities."

S TEPPING down from a 
business can be difficult for 
any owner. Particularly in 
the case of small or family- 
run firms, founders will 
have dedicated years of their life to 
establishing and driving its growth, 
which means letting go will be hard.

Predictably, a change of owner¬ 
ship can often disrupt the day-to- 
day business operations.

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Changes to VAT 
procedures as 
Brexit looms 

As we prepare to extricate ourselves from 
Europe, Ian Marrow looks at some of the 
issues involved with the VAT system 


W HILST the title may be 
enough to stop you 
reading any further, 
there has been informa¬ 
tion issued by HMRC in 
providing for a "no deal" exit sce¬ 
nario on March 29 next year. 

There are changes being imple¬ 
mented now to prepare for the move 
from CHIEF, the existing system for 
clearing goods into and out of the 
UK, to the new CDS system which is 
due to be up and running in early 
2019. 

■ If there's no deal 
The first point is that there will still 
be a VAT system. Whilst the govern¬ 
ment's aim is to keep VAT proce¬ 
dures as close to the pre-Brexit ones 
as possible, some will have to 
change. These will mostly relate to 
trading between the UK and the EU. 

■VAT on goods entering the UK 
from the EU 

These will become imports once 
more (they are currently acquisi¬ 
tions). However, the government 
intends to implement a postponed 
accounting system so that the VAT 
can be accounted for on the VAT 
return when due, rather than at the 
dockside/airport. 

As all goods entering the UK will 
be an import, this postponed 
accounting will be applied to goods 
arriving from non-EU countries as 
well. However, the payment of cus¬ 
toms and other duties will still be 
required to "clear" the goods into 
the UK. The calculation of these 


charges by the use of the relevant 
tariff also links to the CHIEF to CDS 
change over. 

Details of the proposed postponed 
accounting scheme have yet to be 
released, but on the basis that they 
follow the current schemes availa¬ 
ble, they are likely to require a guar¬ 
antor for the value of the VAT post¬ 
poned. You may want to start 
conversations with your bank/lend¬ 
ers about the creation/extension of 
such a facility. 

■ Exports of goods to the EU 

To consumers 

With no deal, there will be no dis¬ 
tance selling rules, but it will mean 
that the goods are subject to import 
VAT and duties (if applicable) in the 
EU country they are supplied to. 

To businesses 

These will continue to be zero¬ 
rated but with no EC Sales list 
requirement. Evidence of the 
exports to the EU must be retained 
and be of a level required currently 
for supplies to non-EU countries. 
Effectively, for those of a certain age, 
welcome back to 1992. 

■ Services 

The rules for determining the 
place of supply are expected to 
remain for the vast majority of sup¬ 
plies; including the general place of 
supply rule (which effectively shifts 
the accounting for the VAT due to 
the recipient). 

■ Tour Operator's Margin Scheme 
(TOMS) 

HMRC is seeking to "minimise 


any impact" of a no deal exit from 
the EU for businesses using TOMS; 
although non-government sources 
talk of the scheme no longer apply¬ 
ing to meetings, conferences and 
exhibitions, or being abolished alto¬ 
gether. 

■ Mini One Stop Shop (MOSS) 

Businesses supplying digital ser¬ 
vices to consumers the MOSS sys¬ 
tem will still be available but as a 
non-union scheme (currently avail¬ 
able to non EU businesses making 
such supplies). However as the reg¬ 
istration needs to be made in an EU 
Member State this would no longer 
be possible in the UK. With our MGI 
network Rickard Luckin will be able 
to source an EU advisor to assist in 
these matters. 

■VIES 

This is an EU wide system for veri¬ 
fying VAT registration numbers. If 
the UK leaves with no deal, no UK 
VAT numbers will be verifiable 
through VIES. HMRC are working 
on a system to enable this as it is part 
of due diligence procedures. 

■ The Irish Question 

HMRC will "provide more informa¬ 
tion in due course" 

■ CHIEF and CDS 

As well as Brexit the system for 
recording imports and exports 
(CHIEF) is being replaced by the 
Customs Declaration System (CDS). 

The changeover is underway for 
some businesses testing the new 
CDS. CDS is expected to fully replace 
CHIEF in "early 2019" 

Where a business uses CHIEF they 
(or their transport agents) will need 
to familiarise themselves with the 
changes to entry data required by 
CDS. 

Not only will CDS require addi¬ 
tional information to CHIEF but you 
will need to ensure that the current 
commodity codes and country pre¬ 
fixes will not be subject to change 
also.

■ Payroll problems: retail busi¬ 
nesses are the worst wage offend¬ 
ers 

If you're in charge of your compa¬ 
ny's payroll, 1st April 2018 was a very 
important diary date. Not for play¬ 
ing April Fools' pranks, but for 
ensuring you were properly on track 
to implement the scheduled rise in 
the National Minimum Wage, 
together with a planned increase in 
Pensions Auto Enrolment contribu¬ 
tions. 

Unfortunately, many major busi¬ 
nesses have hit the headlines in 
recent months for failing to make 
the appropriate employee pay¬ 
ments. Cases have been numerous 
and substantial, and even include 
companies renowned for their 
employee care, such as fohn Lewis, 
whose recent minimum wage error 
led to annual partner underpayment 
over six years. 

Meanwhile, Primark failed to pay 
over £230,000 to 9735 workers, 
Sports Direct underpaid 383 workers 
by over £167,000, and Debenhams 
recently had to repay £134,000 to 
more than half its shop workers. 

As you may have noticed, the 
worst offending industries are retail, 
closely followed by hairdressing and 
hospitality. 

■ Small mistakes add up 

It's perhaps worth noting that in 
Debenhams' case, an accounting 
error had left each of the affected 
shop staff around £11 short in wages, 
which is a figure that could possibly 
go unnoticed without thorough 
checks and monitoring in place. In 
February 2018, Argos also admitted 
that they had failed to pay 37,000 of 
their staff an average of £64 each. 

These cases surely highlight the 
need for intuitive payroll systems 
and staff that are able to keep up 
with wage changes, as well as cap¬ 
turing and rectifying mistakes before 
their effects are widely felt. Not to 


mention preventing any issues from 
escalating and making the national 
headlines. 

■ Pensions auto-enrolment: non- 
compliance can be costly 

From April 2012, employers large 
and small have been enrolling their 
staff in mandatory company pen¬ 
sion schemes. Contributions are 
made via payroll, with strict qualifi¬ 
cations that relate to the National 
Minimum Wage - meaning it is even 
more vital to ensure your employees 
are paid the correct salary. 

Again, it is very important to keep 
on top of your pension auto enrol¬ 
ment obligations before they esca¬ 
late into uncontrollable issues, and 
possibly even a criminal conviction. 

In February, The Pensions Regu¬ 
lator ordered a UK bus company, 
Oldham-based Stotts Tours, to pay 
over £60,000 for failing to comply 
with their auto enrolment obliga¬ 
tions, plus £10,000 in backdated 
pension contributions and over 
£14,000 in civil fines. 

■What you can do to ensure com¬ 
pliance

Millennials pay the price for social media 


THE average 15-24-year-old checks 
their social media 30 times a day - 
and it's also leaving a dent in their 
wallets, a survey by Barclays has 
found. 

More than half (51%) of young 
adults across the UK say they've 
bought items, gone on days out or 
visited places after seeing 
celebrities or influencers mentioning 
them on social media, spending an 
average of £398.76 per year. A 
similar proportion (52%) of young 
adults would like to see advice and 
support on how to save money on 
their news feeds, the survey found. 

Putting money into savings was 



the most likely habit people would

Tenants need 
not fear lease 
extensions 

POLJA Atkins, Associate of the 
Chartered Institute of Legal 
Executives, from Longmores 
Solicitors LLP shares some advice 
for tenants considering a lease 
extension. 

FREEHOLD blocks containing flats let 
on long leases have become a 
tradable commodity with commercial 
landlords seeking to profit the long 
leaseholders. When a lease term 
dwindles to around 60 or 70 years 
remaining, mortgage lenders no 
longer see it as good security and 
many refuse to lend to a prospective 
buyer. 

Moreover, when the lease term falls 
below 80 years, the price of a lease 
extension jumps significantly. 

Almost all flat leases will need to be 
extended at some point. For a flat 
owner this can seem daunting. Lease 
extensions can be granted voluntarily 
by landlords but they often seek to 
impose unreasonable conditions such 
as higher premiums, continuing 
ground rents or less than the full 
90-year extensions of the term to 
which leaseholders are entitled. 

Having worked for a number of 
years for both landlords and one of 
the largest property management 
companies in the country, I have seen 
the frustration that tenants feel when 
trying to extend their leases or 
purchase the freehold of their block. 
The legislation covering this aspect of 
property law is complicated. 

The process of extending a lease 
commences with the tenant serving a 
notice of claim on the landlord. The 
legislation entitles the tenant to: 

* 90 years in addition to the 
unexpired term of the existing lease; 

* their ground rent to be reduced 
to zero; and, 

* their extended lease to be on the 
same terms as the existing lease, 
subject to minor modifications and 
certain statutory exclusions and 
additions. 

In return for that the tenant must 
pay a premium which is calculated 
under the legislation. The process 
may take 6-12 months, but the end 
result is a long lease with no ground 
rent, which is likely to increase the 
value of the flat.

WITH the future of Heathrow having 
finally been decided, eyes have now 
turned to regional airports and their 
plans for expansion. 

When the government decided to 
push ahead with plans for the third 
runway at Heathrow, it also 
announced a green light for regional 
airports to make the best use of their 
existing capacity as they possibly 
could. 

In the last few years, airports in 
Essex such as London Stansted and 
London Southend have both 
announced plans to expand and to 
have greater numbers of passengers 
coming through their airports. 

Following the government's 
announcement in fune to support 
Heathrow, London Stansted Airport 
welcomed it, saying that it would be 
a green light for its own plans to 
expand its passenger numbers to 43 
million every year. 

London Stansted has one of the 
most ambitious expansion plans out 
of airports in the country, planning 
to dispatch more long-haul flights to 
North America and Asia, while at the 
same time aiming for a significant 
increase in its passenger numbers. 

In September, while speaking at 
the World Routes Conference in 
China, the chief executive of London 
Stansted Airport, Ken O'Toole, set 


out his vision for the future of Stan¬ 
sted. 

He said: "People from across the 
region, and businesses in particular, 
regularly tell us they want London 
Stansted to offer a network of long- 
haul routes that will connect them to 
their key countries, customers and 
markets. 

"For example, we know that more 
than 400,000 people are currently 
travelling from the London Stansted 
catchment area to Hong Kong each 
year. 

"Another ambition we have is to 
build a direct connection between 
the knowledge centres of the tech¬ 
nology clusters of Silicon Fen and 
Silicon Valley - similar to what the 
flight between the airport and Bos¬ 
ton is doing for the two areas of bio¬ 
science expertise. 


"In the past year our aviation 
development team has made fantas¬ 
tic progress that has enabled us to 
secure six of the top ten most in- 
demand routes including New York, 
Dubai, Boston, Washington and Tel 
Aviv. 

"Over the next decade, runway 
capacity in the south-east will be at a 
premium and Stansted will be 
responsible for delivering up to 50 
per cent of London's expected pas¬ 
senger growth and make a greater 
contribution to improving the UK's 
connectivity with the rest of the 
world," he added. 

The planning application to 
increase its passenger limit, and to 
build additional airport infrastruc¬ 
ture, is still going through Uttlesford 
District Council (UDC), with a deci¬ 
sion expected on whether it will be 


allowed to expand. While London 
Stansted hopes to expand further, 
London Southend is encouraging 
more people and companies to 
operate out of the airport as it closes 
in on its 5 million passenger limit. 

The airport is in a different posi¬ 
tion than Stansted, because South- 
end Council owns the freehold of 
the airport, which has been leased 
since 1994 to London Southend Air¬ 
port Company Limited, a subsidiary 
of the Stobart Group. 

It reports to the council Airport 
Consultative Committee on a regu¬ 
lar basis to make sure that its opera¬ 
tions do not disturb nearby residents 
with limits on flight movements and 
hours. 

The 5 million passenger aim was 
helped by the decision by Ryanair in 
fune to open a base at the airport. 

Ryanair will be expecting to offer 
55 weekly flights and deliver a mil¬ 
lion passengers annually through 
Southend. 

At the time of the announcement, 
Warwick Brady, CEO of Stobart 
Group which owns London South- 
end, said: "We have a clear and 
focused strategy to grow our airport 
to welcome over 5 million passen¬ 
gers a year by 2022. This news will 
help us achieve that aim, and 
Ryanair will be a valuable partner to 
Stobart Group in developing Lon¬ 
don Southend Airport with 13 routes 
and six new destinations,
